T w o R e q u is ite s R e q u ire d of A ll In d ia n 
A g e n ts. 
W a sh in g t o n, May 27th.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has directed that the follow­ 
ing letter of instructions shall accompany 
each commission to an Indian Agent: “ I 
am directed by the President to inform 
you that the ofiice to which you are ap­ 
pointed is considered of far more than or­ 
dinary importance, both for the interests 
of the Government and for thosd of the 
Indians who will be brought under your 
charge and direction. 
“Sobriety and integrity m ust m ark the 
conduct of yourself and every one con­ 
nected or associated directly and'indirectly 
w ith the agency under your charge, and an 
im proved condition in the atlairs ofthe 
agency may beexpected within a reasonable 
time, both as to the methods of doing bus­ 
iness and the condition of the Indians. 
“The education and proper training of 
the Indian children, and the agricultural 
and other industrial 
pursuits of adult 
Indians m ust receive constant and careful 
attention, to the end that they may be ad­ 
vanced in the ways of civilization and to a 
condition of self-support, and your com­ 
mission will be held w ith the express 
understanding that you will use 
your 
utm ost endeavors to further these objects 
and purposes.” 


D IV IS IO N O F O F F IC E S . 


P o s s ib le P o litic a l C o n d itio n of th e N ex t 
C o n g ress. 
W a sh in g t o n , May 27th.—An element 
■will come into Congress this winter and 
dem and a division of offices in the new 
States. These new representatives will de­ 
mand a share of the offices, and will make 
at least partial recognition of their States 
necessary. W hether new men are put into 
positions of Secretary and Sergeant-at-Arms 
or not, from twenty to forty places of a 
m inor character will be demanded and se­ 
cured. 
These will require a very general 
shake-up, and, of course, the displacement 
of the m en now in office. 
If Representatives from the new States 
should join the Southern Representatives 
or any faction in the organization of the 
House, they will cut a figure which will be 
felt. A t any rate, they will come in for a 
dozen or more pretty good places, and 
Republicans from other sections may as 
well begin to figure to that end. The South 
is going to take the same kind of united 
action and go as a body, and whoever is 
elected Speaker will be pledged, unless a 
dark horse is selected, to recognize the 
new States and the South to the same ex­ 
tent that other States and sections hav­ 
ing an equal num ber of Representatives 
are recognized. 


IN D IA N A L L O T M E N T S 


B e in g M a d e fo r L a n d s o n th e D ifte re n t 
A g e n c ie s. 


W a s h i n g t o n , May 27th.— The Indian 
Office Agents engaged in m aking allot­ 
ments of lands in severalty to Indians have 
left for their various fields of operation, 
and it is expected this year's operations 
will far exceed those of previous years in 
num ber of allotm ents made. It has been the 
purpose of the D epartm ent not to start in 
the allotm ents except where the Indians 
expressed a willingness to take lands in 
severalty, but has instructed all the Indian 
agents to work constantly with the Indians 
to establish a sentim ent looking to break­ 
ing up of tribal relations. 
Thus far the 
allotm ents have been confined to Indians 
in Oregon, Dakota, W isconsin, Montana 
and Indiana Territory, and to only single 
tribes in each State. 
This year agents will 
go to work on the Grande Ronde and 
W arm Springs Reservations in Oregon and 
will continue work on the other; reserva­ 
tions in the States and Territories named. 
At present about fifteen thousand Indians 
in the U nited States hold patents to their 
lands and these aré in the hands of the 
Indian Bureau. Some three thousand allot­ 
m ents were made which have not, however, 
been approved by the President. 


R E V E N U E C U T T ER S. 


B e a r a n d R unli to A la s k a n W a te r s —T h e 
W a lc o tt to P u g e t Sou m l. 
W a sh in g t o n, May 27th.—The orders for 
the revenue cutters on the Pacific coast are 
finished, and will be started on their way 
at an early day. Those for the Bear have 
already gone. She is ordered to take as 
passengers Captain Borden and his two as­ 
sistants for Point Barrow. She will also 
ship m aterial and supplies for the new sta­ 
tion of refuge at that point. She will cruise 
am ong the Seal islands, protecting the fish­ 
eries until she can get an opportunity to 
leave, when she will m ake for Point Bar­ 
row and land Borden, and aid in m aking 
preparations for his perm anent stay. 
The orders for the Rush will leave here 
to-morrow. She is assigned to her regular 
sum m er cruise along the coast and around 
St. Paul and St. George’s islands. 
The Corwin has been undergoing ex­ 
tensive repairs, needing new boilers and 
im provem ents in her hull. She will re­ 
m ain at Sau Francisco and along the lower 
coast until the return of the Rush, in Sep­ 
tem ber. when in the latter part of the 
season she will probably relieve that vessel. 
The W alcott will make Port Townsend 
her headquarters and do regular revenue 
postal duty along the coast and in Puget 
Sound. 
There are but fonr cutters on the coast 
beside the harbor boat at San Francisco.

W a sh in g t o n, May 27th.—The President’s 
trip was not a very lively affair. The yacht 
Restless dropped* some forty miles down 
the Potomac, and put in at a sm all village 
called Leonardtown, where Sunday was 
spent. 
The party complained that they 
could not find along the river a church to 
attend on Sunday. 
The party strolled 
around Leonardtown, where Secretary H al­ 
ford was accosted in the streets by a crank 
nam ed General Bailey, who asked for an 
introduction to the President. The request 
was granted, and Bailey went on to state 
that he him self had been several times a 
candidate for President, but had 
been 


b e a te n e a c h tim e . 
H e informed the Presi­ 
dent that whenever he was tired he would 
relieve him . The President replied that he 
was thoroughly tired of it now, but could 
not give up to his accommodating frieud 
for some m onths to come. The President 
returned earlier than expected, owing to 
the inclement weather. 
G e n e ra l D r a m ’s S u ccesso r. 
W a sh in g to n, May 27th.—The departure 
of Secretary Proctor from this city may 
have the effect of delaying the appointm ent 
of the successor toGeneral Drum, who is to 
be retired to-morrow. 
It is rum ored that 
the President, recognizing the pressure 
made by the friends of both the officers to 
be about equal, will select General Cbaun- 
cey McKeever, but this is not credited in 
arm y circles here, although McKeever’s fit­ 
ness for the place is universally conceded. 
Gossip further says that instead of prom ot­ 
ing a staff officer to the vacancy in the 
Mejorship, which must result from the re­ 
tirem ent of General Drum, the President 
insists that a line officer must have a place. 
This is also discredited on the ground 
that it would confine the staff officers to a 
particular line, into which they had gradu­ 
ated, and would prevent promotion of offi­ 
cers from one staff to another. 
C o n c ern lu g th e F re n c h O u tra g e . 
W a sh in g to n, May 27th.—Relatives of 
the three Philadelphia ladies who were 
imprisoned at Nice failed to call al the 
State Departm ent this afternoon to enter a 
protest, as expected, and the departm ent is 
still without official notice of the affair, 
and the officials say they have received 
nothing irom the American M inister to 
that country or the Consuls there or. the 
subject. The ladies are friends of Secre­ 
tary Tracy, and in spesking of the m atter 
this afternoon he said he would see if the 
Government could not interfere, and he re­ 
jected the idea that the only redress was a 
civil action for damages. 
L o o k in g A fte r H a i t i a n M a tte rs . 
W a sh in g to n, May 27th.—The Commis­ 
sion to H ayti has at last been definitely 
agreed upon. 
It was at first intended that 
it should consist of three members, but the 
refusal of Congressman H itt, of Illinois, to 
serve reduces the num ber to two—General 
Lew Wallace, of Indiana, and Nathaniel 
Beverly Tucker, of Virginia. The present 
understanding is that they will sail for 
Port-au-Prince on Wednesday, the 20th 
inst., on the U nite! States steam ship Kear- 
sage. Both Commissioners are well known 
and able men. 
F a ta lly S ta b b e d . 
W a sh in g to n, May 
27th. — During a 
scuttle among a gang of negroes in the 
eastern section of the city to-night Press 
Pinkney was fatally stabbed by Jam es 
H enry. The victim had a cowhide and 
was using it on the others when the m ur­ 
derer attempted to stop him and received a 
stroke himself. 
H e then drew a knife and 
cut Pinkney. The m urderer was arrested 
shortly after the occurrence.

About 500 strikers from the adjoining 
m ining villages arm ed with guns and re­ 
volvers marched in a body on the J Shaft 
in this city at 3 o’clock this afternoon. 
About fifteen employes who were present 
were marched at the end of the strikers’ 
guns to a safe distance north of the shaft 
and the turbulent mob then proceeded to 
fill the shaft up with pit cars and debris 
and to wreck things generally. 
After half 
an hour of this work they left, saying they 
would be back shortly and burn the shaft. 
Serious limes are expected. 
C h ic a g o , May 27lh.—Governor Fifer to­ 
night ordered the entire Fourth Regiment 
to Braidwood to quell the riot. 
At eleven 
o’clock to-night the Chicago Zouaves, a 
company num bering fifty, "left here for 
Braidwood.

COUGHLIN CHARGED W ITH MURDER. 


C h ic a g o , May 27tb.—There was a sensa­ 
tional and rather unexpected development 
in the Cronin case at 10:45 to-night" when 
detective Daniel Coughlin was formally 
arrested íd the police station cell, where he 
has been detained on suspicion. An ex­ 
am ination by a Justice was held im m e­ 
diately with in the stone walls of the dun­ 
geon.

H e is said to be one of the 
brightest officers on the force, ami was one 
of Captain Schaack’s best men during the 
tim e of the Anarchist trouble. The out­

TH E POLICE REFUSE TO TALK. 
No one was allowed to see Coughlin all 
day, not even an attorney who had been 
hired by his friends. 
The young man 
King, arrested on the strength of Wood­ 
ruff’s story was released this evening, the 
police believing him all right. The story 
to the effect that McGeehan was the maji 
who called for and drove Cronin away the 
night of the m urder was exploded to-ñight 
by a positive statem ent from a friend of 
Cronin's who saw the two in a buggy, that 
McGeehan is not the man.

Coughlin was arrested on the charge of 
m urder, not because of any new evidence 
that had been procured, but because his 
attorney was attem pting to get him out of 
the hands of the police on a writ of habeas 
corpus. 
MRS. LOMASNEY'S O PIN IO N. 
D e t r o it , May 27th.—In reference to Dr. 
Cronin’s report to the Clan-Xa-Gael in 1888 
on the misappropriation of the funds in­ 
tended for the family of W illiam McKay 
Lomasney, Mrs. Lomasney says: 
“ It is 
a great surprise to me, and I am sorry that 
either myself or my unfortunate family 
should be mixed up in the death of Dr. 
Cronin. 
It would seem from reports that 
he was killed because he knew too much, 
and the m urder was com m itted by his 
friends. 
No Irishm an lifted his hand 
against him and the m urder was paid for 
by British gold.” 


SHE KNEW SULLIVAN. 
W hen asked if she knew any of the men 
who were charged with appropriation the 
money raised by the society for the benefit 
of herself and children, she said: 
“ I knew Sullivan in Chicago. H e seemed 
a very nice m an, bnt I do not know much 
about him . The other two mentioned are 
perfect strangers to me, and I never heard 
their names mentioned before. 
If any 
money has been raised for me by anv so­ 
ciety I never received a cent of it, but’l do 
not believe there was. I have received aid, 
but it has always been from individuals 
and not from organizations.” 
Mrs. Lomasney reiterated her belief that 
her husband is not dead, but imprisoned in 
some English dungeon, w ith no chance to 
comm unicate with her.

^ The principal feature of the evening was 
Grove Cleveland’s response to the to a st: 
“ Our Guest.” 
H e spoke as follows : 
Mauy incidents of my short residence In this 
good city have served to till my cup of gratitude 
and to arouse my appreciation ot kindness and 
consideration of these w ith whom 1 have m ade 
my hom e. 
H ospitality, for w hich the citizens 
ot Sew York long have been distinguished, has 
outdone itself In my welcome, and yet 1 can 
truly say th at none oi these things w ill be more 
vividly or gratefully rem em bered th sn the op­ 
portunity offered me by this occasion to greet 
the political friends 1 see about me. 
W hile I believe th at no one is more suscepti­ 
ble th an 1 of every personal kindness, and 
w hile 1 am sure no one values more his per- 
soual friendship, it certainly shouid cause no 
surprise w hen l snv these things are not more 
cherished th an my attachm ent and loyalty to 
the true Dem ocratic iaith, and my obligations 
to the cardinal principles ot its party organiza­ 
tion. 
1 have been honored by the party tar be­ 
yond my deserts. 
No m an csn deserve its 
highest honors. 
After six years ol public serv­ 
ice I return to you, my party friends.

A barrier 
to civilization, the great reservation stands 
between the people of the East and one of 
the richest mining sections of the country*

THE LOTTERY EVIL. 


There is an “ outburst of indignation,’’ 
says 
the 
Chicago Herald, in that city 
over the recent disclosures made there of 
the enormity of the lottery evil. 
That 
paper says: 
The expose of the extent of this evil reveals 
a state of things ol a most alarming nature. 
The vice readies far into the laboring clashes, 
and among others who cannot afford the e x ­ 
pense. 
It is constantly increasing despite its 
ruinous elt'ects and its illegal character. * * * 
Money paid for a lottery ticket is just as much 
thrown away as if it were burned m the grate: 
there is no possible show: it is of the grade of 
the thimble-rigging, three-card monte, and the 
operations of the bunko and the confidence 
m an. There is 110 possible show of winning: it 
is a ‘ dead open and shut” for the dealer, and is 
just as much of a robbery as if filched from the 
pocket or banded over after a blow lrom a 
sand-bag. 
It is no worse in Chicago than it is in 
San Francisco and in this city. 
Many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars are annu­ 
ally carted out of the State to the benefit 
of the lottery swindle without protest or 
attempt to enforce the law. 
The Herald 
charges at length that the officials and 
police of its city are in collusion with the 
lottery criminals, for they do not check 
that which they can easily stop if they 
wish to. 
The officials in California may 
or may not be in partnership with the lot­ 
tery gamblers, but that they make no effort 
to punish the offenders is certainly true. 
A t rare intervals there is an arrest made 
in San Francisco and the offender is fined» 
only to resume his nefarious business. 
In 
Sacramento not only is an arrest never 
made, but there is no concealment of the 
crime. 
The lottery joints are wide open 
in this city, if not in San Francisco, and 
the tickets openly sold in contemptuous 
violation of the law. 
Our newspapers 
flaunt the advertisements of these gam­ 
bling schemes weekly in the faces of their 
readers in defiance of the law making it a 
crime to advertise a lottery in any form 
whatever, and peddlers of lottery tickets 
tramp from house to house. 
It w ill not do 
to say, *' The people will gamble,” etc., but 
if for the sake of argument it he admitted, 
it is no sort of excuse whatever for the 
failure of officials to do their duty, or at 
least to make an effort to do so. Thev 
would not he resisted if they made the at­ 
tempt, and there is therefore not even the 
excuse to be interposed for them that they 
have endeavored to enforce the law and 
have not been supported by public senti­ 
ment. 
Since the press of Chicago has de­ 
termined to compel the officials of that city 
to enforce the law and punish the lottery 
agents and advertisers, there is some hope 
that the example m aybe followed in this 
State, ttml the test fairly made whether or 
not the lottery men of the South have a 
license from the prosecuting officers. Grand 
Juries and police of California to violate 
our laws. 


A ss u m in g the recital of Miss Van Nos­ 
trand and her two associates to be correct, 
the arrest and incarceration cf the three 
American women in France because of a 
quarrel with a dressmaker over a bill that 
was extortionate, was an outrage that de­ 
mands explanation on the part of the 
French authorities. 
It may be a small 
thing in itself that three American women 
were arrested and locked up in a noisome 
dungeon many hours, refused bail and 
treated with indignity, at the whim of a 
petty official of a French town, though no 
unbailahle crime was laid at their door, 
hut if onr citizens can travel in Europe 
without protection against such outrages, 
it is time this Government understood it. 
If everything that the French dressmaker 
charges against the three American women 
is true, there was no excuse for the harsh 
treatment they received. 
They ordered a 
dress made ; that is, one of the partv did. 
The j iurchaser refused to receive it on the 
ground that it was not as ordered. There­ 
upon the three women, because they were 
traveling together, were arrested for the 
offense of one and locked up in a dungeon, 
an.1, though released some hours later on 
appeal to onr representative at the place, 
were kept under arrest with an officer at 
their hotel door, until they were compelled 
to pay the demand of the dressmaker, 
though the goods were never delivered. 
Of course, in our own country if one con­ 
tracts a debt and attempts to leave the 
country with intent of avoiding payment, 
lie may be arrested and held to answer to 
a judgment against him. 
Hut this ease in 
France apjiears to have been of a different 
order, no civil judgment having been ren­ 
dered or asked for, and only criminal pro­ 
cess having been resorted to. 
Our people 
when abroad must obey the local laws, but 
there is no reason whatever why, in such a 
case as that detailed, there should lie such 
harshness, and the use of criminal laws to 
compel one to respond to the exactions of 
a shop-keeper, who has not established her 
right to recover. 
It is said that the mat­ 
ter is to be brought to the attention of the 
Slate Department. 
Let us hope that it 
will be, for no matter who the parties are, 
or how trivial the case, it is well to let the 
powers of Eurojie understand that 
American Government will contend for 
the rights of its citizens wherever they 
may be found, and be they rich or poor 
that it will manifest a lively interest in 
their wellfarc when it is antagonized by 
the processes of any foreign authority. 


“ H Y PH E R ED ” AMERICANISM. 


It was with regret that we read the 
statement—assuming him to have been 
correctly reported—that President Har­ 
rison has said to a representative of “Ger- 
man-Americans” that they 
would 
not 
have cause to regret his action in appointing 
officials, and that if they would be patient 
they would be satistied with his appoint­ 
ments. 
This was in response to the ex­ 
pression of a newspaper that it thought 
the Administration was forgetting the 
‘■German-Americans” in the distribution 
of the offices. 
If the reply of the Presi­ 
dent was intended to be evasive then it 
was not courageous. 
If it was intended to 
convey the idea that men 
would he 
selected for important positions because 
they were of German nationality, then it 
was un-American and dangerous doctrine. 
It makes no difference that former Admin­ 
istrations have acknowledged fealty to the 
Americanism that parts its hair in the 
m iddle; from this one we hope for re­ 
pudiation of any clan or class distinctions. 
It is humiliating to the true American to 
know that there is maintained by any 
class of citizens a distinctive organization 
that relates to foreign nationality, nor 
should it be any less humiliating to the 
foreigner who has sincerely forsworn al­ 
legiance to princes and potentates, and 
become in good faith an American citizen. 
No President can afford to acknowledge 
that there are any class distinctions amone 
citizens by reason of the accident of birth. 
It should make no sort of difference where 
a citizen is born so long 
as 
he 
is 
a good citizen and is fit for the place to 
which he has the right to aspire. 
The 
“ Irish-American,” the “ German-Ameri- 
can,” the “ French-American,” and all 
such classifications are foreign to our 
scheme, offensive to the patriotic sense, 
and imply a divided allegiance, as well as 
give warrant to the suspicion that such 
distinctions are the surface indications of 
a clannish spirit that may not scruple to 
sacrifice the best interests of the country 
to a pride of nativity, or, worse, yield to 
seductive influences of promise and reward 
for votes delivered. 
It never was an en­ 
couraging sign, but the reverse, that any 
of our citizens of foreign 
birth have 
claimed preferment because of nativity. 
It does not speak of that lofty comprehen­ 
sion of the blessings of free government 
and the majesty of the sovereignty of the 
American citizen, that should give assur­ 
ance that naturalization has been well 
bestowed. 
The proudest boast of the for­ 
eign born who becomes one of us should be 
that he is an American citizen in every 
and all respects, as fully and completely as 
his neighbor who happened to he horn to 
the soil. 
All distinctions in party nation­ 
alities should be completely dropped out 
of sight. 
The foreign-born citizen should 
deem it an imputation of insincerity to lie 
addressed with a “ hyphened ” title of cit­ 
izenship, and Presidents, and all other dis­ 
pensers of patronage should make it a rule 
that applications for place on the ground 
that the candidate was born across the 
water, or on this 6ide, should he deemed 
prima facie evidence of unfitness, because 
of lack of due appreciation of the dignity 
and majesty of citizenship. 


P r o f. V ir c h o w , the great anatomist, 
gives it as his opinion that Bishop was 
not alive when the port-mortein examina 
tion of his body was had.

CITIZENS ASK FOR A FOURTH OF 
JULY DONATION. 


The M atter D eferred for a W eek — 
R ic k e ty S id e w a lk s an d S treets 
in N eed o f R ep a ir. 


At (he meeting of the City Board of 
Trastees 
yesterday, at 
w hich 
M ayer 
Gregory and Trustees McLaughlin 
and 
W olf were present. E. H . W illiam s, Chief 
E ngineer of the W ater W orks, reported 
that for the week ending May 26th 32,364,­ 
000 gallons of water had been pum ped. The 
H olly pum p was in operation 124 hours, 
and the Stevens 87 hours. T his am ount is 
the largest consumed in any one week this 
season. 
D. Lubin, of the Finance Committee on 
the Citizens’ Fourth of July Celebration 
Committee, addressed the Board, request­ 
ing that they m ake an appropriation to 
c arry o u t the work. H e thought it would 
require $3,000 to celebrate the dav as the 
Executive Committee proposed, and’trusted 
that the Board would appropriate at least 
$2,500, as they thought they could raise the 
other $500 by a canvass of the city. 
W . 8. Leake indorsed the rem arks of Mr. 
Lubin, and stated that the general senti­ 
m ent of business men was that the Trus­ 
tees should furnish the funds. 
T. W . Sheehan said that the celebration 
would certainly be a failure if the Board 
did not bear a greater part of the expense. 
It was a public affair, and he knew there 
would be no salvation for the celebration if 
the money would have to come from the 
business men of the city. 
R. I). Stephens. R. B. H annon, M. S. 
Ham m er, P. H. Russell and L. B. Mohr 
spoke in the same strain, and were unani­ 
mous that the funds for the celebration 
should come from the City Treasury. 
Mayor Gregory said that he knew the 
Trustees were all of the same opinion as 
the gentlemen who had spoken, but the 
city funds were rather short, and they did 
not see how such an am ount could be do­ 
nated. 
He thought a sm aller sum could be 
furnished. 
Trustees W olf and M cLaughlin were de­ 
cidedly opposed to m aking such appropria­ 
tions when there were outstanding bills 
that ought to be settled tirst. There were 
gas bills that ought to be paid. 
The Mayor said he thought $2,000 could 
be safely donated w ithout any doubt. 
“ \ ou won't do it with my vote,” said 
Trustee McLaughlin. 
" Xor w ith m ine,” said Wolf. 
Thus the m atter stood, and the aspect 
was discouraging to the comm ittee present. 
The Mayor suggested that the committee 
call on the Board next Monday and renew 
their request. Possibly by that time the 
other members m ight see some way by 
which the appropriation could be made. 


p o l i c e m e n ’s s a l a r i e s . 
The Mayor read to the Board a com­ 
plaint and sum mons in w hich police offi­ 
cer L. W. Farrell is plaintiff and the City 
of Sacramento defendant, the action being 
to obtain a judgm ent for the sum of $2,625 
for work and iabor done and services ren­ 
dered; that the said claim for said sum of 
money has been duly assigned to plaintiff, 
and for costs of suit. 
The Trustees will take cognizance of the 
sum m ons and proceed at once to defend 
themselves. 
Trustee W olf moved that Grove L. John­ 
son be employed as special counsel to assist 
the City Attorney in the case, and it was so 
ordered. The Board will consult with Mr. 
Johnson as to w hat his fee will be in the 
premises. 


POUNDMASTER RUMBLE'S (¡BUMBLE. 
Poundm aster Rumble, who several days 
ago was suspended from office for neglect 
and refusal to obey an order of the Board, 
appeared and made a statem ent. H e would 
swear on a stack of Bibles as high as the 
sky, tl ' be never received a nickel from 
anyone'fo, perm itting cattle to run at large. 
H e took the two borses of Mr. M uir (who 
made a complaint to the Board last Mon­ 
day) because they were tied with ropes be­ 
tween 40 and 70 feet long. H e refused to 
obey the order of the Board to give up the 
anim als because he wanted to explain the 
m atter to them beforehand. 
Mr. Ram ble was instructed to appear be­ 
fore the Board again on next Monday after­ 
noon, when those who wish to m ake com­ 
plaints can also do so. 


STREETS AND SIDEWALKS THAT NEED REPAIRS. 
Sanitary Inspector Starr informed the 
Board that T street, between Third and 
F ourth, was in a very bad condition. Stag­ 
nant water would stand in places on it ail 
sum m er long, and the holes in it ought to 
be tilled. The Stteet Commissioner will 
look into the matter. 
Trustee W olf reported that certain parts 
of P street, b“iween Fifth and Sixth, were 
in a very poor condition. W ater stands 
under the sidewalks, and the property 
owners have been notified several times to 
rill in under the walks with earth, and they 
have tailed to do so. 
It was ordered that these property own­ 
ers be required to furnish bonds that they 
would do G .ew ork as soon as the earth 
can be obtained. 
The sidewalk in front of the California 
House on Front sireet, between J and K, 
was reported to be in a very rickety condi­ 
tion. The street crossing at Eighth and II 
streets was also reported to be in need ot 
repairs. These matters were referred to the 
Street Commissioner. 
A street lam p was ordered put in on 
Fifth street, between J and K. 
A remonstrance was received against the 
construction of a drainage sower in the 
alley between Twelfih and Thirteenth, J 
and K streets, the property owners deem­ 
ing tbe old ■ ■ r go I n igh for the pres* 
ent. Trustee McLaughlin will attend to 
the m atter. 
It was ordered that tbe alley between I 
and J, Tenth and Eleventh streets, be ira 
proved by grading and graveling to the 
official grade. 
Seventh street, from K to 
L. was also ordered graded, etc. 
L. C. Chandler c o m p l a i n e d t o t h e Board 
that properiy-owners were e D c r o a c h ic g too 
far with tbeirfences upon tbe alley between 
P atid (j. Sixth and Seventh streets. The 
Street Commissioner will look into t h e 
m atter. 
MEMORIAL 
DAY. 
An invitation was received from \V. H . 
Ennis, Secretary of the G. A. R. Commit- 
t-e on Memorial Day services, asking that 
the Board unite in paying a tribute of re­ 
spect to tbe mem ory of the national dead 
on that day. 
The invitation was accepted. 


LAST y e a r ’s GAS BILLS. 
Among the bills passed were two in 
favor of the Capital Gas Company. One 
am ounted to $833 and the other to St)45, 
and each was dated December 30, 18,<8. 
Trustee McLaughlin objected to their bring 
paid on the ground that last year's bills 
should not be paid out of this year's money. 
Tbe other two members 
opposed Mc­ 
Laughlin's views and the bills were ordered 
paid. 
CONCERNING EIRE LIM ITS. 
The fire-limit ordinance, introduced a 
week ago by Senator Dray, was taken up 
and read a second tim e and passed. It 
provides for the extension of tbe present 
iire lim its from Tenth to Twelfth streets, 
and from the alley between I aud J to the 
alley between K and L. 
Adjourned for the week. 


A lex a n d er H a m ilto n 's Son. 
Tbe plat in tbe City Cemetery to which 
the rem ains of W illiam Stevens Ham ilton 
are to be moved will be 18x18 feet, instead 
of 10x10. The rem ains will be removed 
to the new grave to-day, and the latter will 
be decorated on Memorial Day. 
Several citizens are to meet this after- 
noqn to arrange fo ra foundation for the 
m onum ent that General Schuyler H am il­ 
ton will supply bearing a filie medallion 
of the illustiious father of the dead sol­ 
dier.

After the day’s recita­ 
tions were over Lillie and Lettie went to 
the m arket for meat, and Zetta went di­ 
rectly to their rooms to prepare dinner. 
She lighted the lire in a coal-oil stove, 
placed thereon a kettle of water, and then 
donned a dress of light m aterial. Soon 
afterward, in changing the griddles the 
skirt of the dress touched the flame, and in 
a second she was enveloped in a sheet of 
tire. 
A t this m om ent the sisters returned, and 
taking in the situation at a glance Lillie 
sprang through the open door to Iter 
sister's aid, at the same tim e slam m ing it 
shut to close Lettie out, the door someway 
fastening itself. 
Zetta ran to a tub of 
water ou the porch, passing on her way a 
can of coal-oii, which caught fire from her 
burning dress and exploded. 
Not rinding 
the relief sought for in the tub, she ran to 
the yard, where Lillie finally suceeded in 
sm othering the flames by wrapping her in 
a sheet caught from a clothesline. 
Both girls were seriously burned. Their 
m other was telegraphed for at once. 
Lil­ 
lie’s injuries are about the hands and face,' 
while those of Zetta extend over the face, 
neck, arms and lower extremities. 
W hen 
seen last evening the pain, which had been 
excruciating, was somewhat allayed by the 
use of m orphine and by her being kept in 
a nath-tub constantly immersed in warm 
water, the more thoroughly to exclude the 
air.

Twenty carloads of sheet iron 
are on the ground, and the m anufactured 
pipe is btiog turned out as rapidly as pos­ 
sible. Tbe trenches for tbe pipe are already 
dug, and the work of carrying the pipe 
over to Orange Yale commenced to-day. 
The contract calls for about ten miles of 
pipe, all to be delivered within sixty days.

$57,000. H e bequeathed $1 to his son and 
left the balance to his widow and six chil­ 
dren, share and share alike.

CONVICTED FOB DEFENDING H IS MOTHER. 
Lito Farrington, 16 years of age, was sen­ 
tenced by Judge Sullivan to-dav to sixty 
days in the House of Correction for firing a 
charge of bird-shot into the person of Evan 
McClusky on San Jose avenue, ou the 28th 
of last November.

FAULTY CHARTS. 
Captain Bennett, of the bark Lizzie W ill­ 
iams, which was lost on the coast of 
Alaska, on April 22d, says that the charts 
of Trigidak Islands, upon which the Lizzie 
W illiams was lost, are but a delusion and 
a snare. 
They were prepared by the Rus­ 
sian Government before the U nited States 
took possession of the Territory. Twenty 
miles off shore from the islands, where the 
chart says there from 50 to 55 fathoms of 
water, he found reefs over which breakers 
broke to an enormous hight. 


AN OCEAN MURDER. 
In the United States District Court to-day 
the trial of F. W. Iiugg, for manslaughter, 
was commenced.

EIGHT INCENDIARY FIRES. 


I.oyal Ladles of Sauta Rosa C ontributing 
Flow ers for M em orial I»ay. 
S anta R osa,, May 27th.—Two more in­ 
cendiary attempts were made Saturday 
night, but both were discovered and ex­ 
tinguished wiihout the aid of the fire de­ 
partm ent. This makes eight incendiary 
fires started w ithin the last ten days. The 
total damage is less than $1,500, although 
over $500 000 worth of property was threat­ 
ened with im m ediate destruction. Three 
tram ps are now in jail on a charge of 
arson and more arrests are likely to soon 
follow.

Both the 
Looneys immediately left w ithout touching 
the body and Ed came to town, surrendered

.She has been in a precarious condition since 
and is not expected to live. 
The sending of the British I!agsliip Surprise 
with orders to cruise in Behring eea has caused

'file Treasury Department has time and again 
called the attention ot the Government to the 
fact that ships Hying the English flag are en­ 
gaged in illicit sealing in Behring 8ea. In most 
cases the vessels are well armed, and our reve­ 
nue cutters, which carry only howi-zers, are no 
match for them.

T B E PRESBYTERIANS. 


A W arm D iscussion Over tlie W ork o 
th e Publication Board. 
N ew Y ork, May 27th.—The Presbyterian 
Assembly resumed its legislation to-day. 
The Committee on Publications and Sun­ 
day-school W ork subm itted a report con­ 
taining reflections on 
the Publication 
Board, which occasioned a warm discus­ 
sion. The comm ittee found that the P ub­ 
lication Board should exercise greater care 
in the supervision of the business depart­ 
m ent, the implication being that it was not 
conducted economically. Judge Robert N. 
W ilson of the Board at"once threatened to 
resign. H e said the Board was supposed 
to be an eel. which was getting used to be­ 
ing skinned and was good only when dead. 
To this other members retorted the Board 
had got in a groove and a change was neces­ 
sary. 
Extravagance 
was 
also 
openly 
charged, and the discussion was intensified 
by a comparison of the work of the Board 
with that of the Publication Boards of 
other denominations. Finally it was de­ 
cided to instruct a committee of five to in ­ 
vestigate: also, to confer with tbe Board of 
Publication and report to the next As­ 
sembly. 
Rev. Dr. Hayes, Chairm an of the Com­ 
mittee ou Temperance, presented a report 
in which was embodied a resolution ex­ 
pressing sym pathy with the movem ent in 
progress for the complete suppression of 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors. 
Rev. J. Logan Sample, of Dakota, offered 
the following substitute: 
“ That while not 
indorsing any political party, we desire to 
express our heartfelt sym pathy with the 
widespread movem ent in favor of prohibi­ 
tion, and extend to its advocates a hearty 
God speed.” 
Dr. Howard Crosby opposed the substi­ 
tute, and said : “ There are two principles 
adopted by Christians in this country on 
temperance questions. One is prohibition 
and the other high-license. 
It would be a 
great mistake for the Presbyterian Church 
to determ ine which is the best method for 
its purpose. Thd prohibitionists are a po­ 
litical parly, and we have no right to pledge 
our adherence to any body.” 
Dr. Sample said he advocated prohibition 
because it was scriptural, and he consid­ 
ered it a sid day for the temperance cause 
when a large body like this Assembly 
could not bid it God speed. 
Dr. Crosby asked: “ W hat constitutional 
right has Dr. Sample to say that constitu­ 
tional prohibition is the only thing that 
will conquer the saloon? I sav it would 
result in free rum . Both prohibition and 
high license are jxjlitical questions, and we 
have no right to ally ourselves to either 
side. Let us talk it down and condemn, 
but don’t let us take either side.” 
By a vote of 210 to 105, the substitute 
was laid on the table. The original reso­ 
lution, which read as follows, was adopted: 
Resnlred, That we heartily reiterate the de­ 
liverance of former Assemblies upon this whole 
subject, and express our warm sympathy with 
the widespread popular movement now in pro­ 
gress in favor of the complete suppression of 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors as a beverage, 
and we bid ail wise and proper methods to se­ 
cure this issue a hearty Gcd-speed.
